Senator Bennett Champ Clark, 
the remnants of the Pendergast or- 
ganization in Kansas City and the 
“courthouse” rings,which have been 
built up throughout the State as a 
part of the Pendergast boss system, 
carried out with almost uninter- 
rupted precision a Democratic party 
repudiation of Gov. Lloyd C. Stark 
in the Democratic State convention, 
which adjourned last night, .after 


electing delegates to the party na- 
tional convention, 

The Governor was elected a dele- 
gate-at-large because of fear of the 
Clark-Pendergast forces that to omit 
him from the delegation would 
“martyrize” him. But his adminis- 
tration was grudgingly given the 
barest mention in the State plat- 
form, six words to be exact. His 
name was hissed time after time, 
and it was only by the hardest kind 
of a fight that the more important 
leaders prevented lesser bosses from 
precipitating an open fight oh the 
Governor on the floor of the con- 
vention. 


Stark on Hand Early for Fight. 

To have a point of vantage and 
to be in a position to meet person- 
ally the open fight which he and 


Governor arrived at the convention 
early and seated himself on the 
front row on the platform, not more 
than 10 feet from the presiding of- 
ficer. With him was Andrew J. 
Murphy, chairman of the Unem- 
ployment Compensation Commis- 
sion and a_ seasoned politician. 
There the Governor sat grimly 
throughout the entire convention 
proceedings, ignoring the hissing, 
and ready for the fight which did 
not develop. 

Probably no convention in recent 
years has been more completely 
boss-controlled, the entire proceed- 
ings being conducted in the secrecy 
of committees, the 2597 delegates 
taking no part other than ratifica- 
tion of the leaders’ decisions in the 
committees. 

The delegates friendly to Stark, 
of whom there were fewer than 
400, were so hopelessly outnumbered 
they could make no showing against 
the opposition other than to elect 
a few district delegates to the na- 
tional convention in a few of the 
district caucuses. Although the 
Clark-Stark division in the Missou- 
ri delegation to the national con- 
vention cannot be fixed with exact- 
ness, not to exceed 10 of the 30 
votes in the delegation are repre- 
sented by delegates friendly to the 
Governor. 

The slate of eight delegates-at- 
large, each with one-half vote, 
which was prepared last week in 
Senator Clark’s headquarters in the 
Mayfair Hotel, went through with- 
out a hitch, as did the re-election

Explosion of Anesthetic Gas Bag 
Kills Woman Patient in Hospital 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW. YORK, April 16. — Mrs. 
Duncan D. Sutphen Jr., 30 years 
old, of Dobbs Ferry, was killed in 
the Sloane Hospital for Women, at 


the Columbia Presbyterian Medical 
Center, by the explosion of a rub- 
ber container of gas which had 
been used to anesthetize her for 
an operation yesterday. Only two 
similar cases have been recorded 
in New York City medical history. 

The gas was cyclopropane, which 
John F. McCormack, the institu- 
tion’s general superintendent, said 
had been used in “hundreds of 
cases” at Sloane Hospital without 
ill effect. It was being fed into 
Mrs. Sutphens lungs through a 
rubber tube running from a large

gas. After the patient had lost 
consciousness and just before she 
was wheeled into the operating 
room, the rubber bag exploded.

Payrolls Increased 300 Per 
Cent in Desperate Effort 
to Beat East Side City 
Hall Faction. 


$14,528 PAID OUT; 
NORMAL IS $4730 


Other Hundreds Put on 
Two and Three Weeks 
Before Voting—Average 
Employment Is 180. 


Payrolls of the East Side Levee 
Board, which engaged in a spec- 
tacular but unsuccessful fight in 
the : Illinois Democratic primary 
last week against an opposing slate 
entered by the East St. Louis City 
Hall faction, were loaded more 
than 300 per cent above normal in 
a'desperate effort by a faction of 
incumbents to win votes, it was dis- 
closed yesterday when swarms of 
laborers appeared at board offices 
to get their pay. 

The employment lists rose to a 
peak during the payroll week April 
5 to 11, which included election 
day Tuesday. During that week 
635 laborers were added to the 
regular list of 180 employes, which 
includes 140 laborers and 40 ad- 
ministrative workers. Payrollis 
jumped from the weekly average 
of $4730 to $14,528, or abougs 200 


per cent. 

The passing out of temporary 
“jobs” got under way during the 
preceding two weeks, beginning 
March 21. During the first week 
270 extra workers were hired, and 
in the second, 412. Wage payments 
totaled $11,020 during the first 
week, and $12,660 the second. The 
new laborers were hired for either 
three or six.days, at $4 per day, 
then laid off. - 

The capacity of these payrolls for 

immense expansion during a close 
campaign explains the bitterness 
with which the City Hall faction, 
led by Finance Commissioner Johu 
T. English, fought to wrest control 
from the incumbents, who were 
supported by John J. Hallihan, 
“regular” Democratic boss. 
_ English, who is covertly aligned 
with Dan McGlynn, East St. Louis 
Republican boss, succeeded in nom- 
inating three candidates for the No- 
vember general elections, while Hal- 
lihan, who used the board as the 
stronghold for his faction for more 
than 12 years, got only two nomi- 
nated. The winners on the English 
slate were Dan Foley, Harry Odum 
and B. O. Cooper; on the Hallihan 
slate, Stephen H. Kernan, president 
of the board, and Alvin G. Fields. 

Whichever way the elections 
swing in November, McGlynn will 
win, for the three Democrats nomi- 
nated with English’s open, and Mc- 
Glynn’s covert support, can only 
lose to a slate of Republicans who 
won in the primaries with Mc- 
Glynn’s open aid. 

In another historic clash between 
Hallihan on one side and McGlynn 
and English on the other, payrolls 
were the chief weapon of offense.

Premier Reports 20 Pct. of 
Cruisers and 25 Pct. of 
Destroyers Sunk in Week 
of Fighting.

PARIS, April 16 (AP).—Premier 
Paul Reynaud told the French Sen- 
ate today that Germany has lost al- 
most one-third of its navy in a 
week of fighting in Scandinavian 
waters. 

Specific figures, Reynaud said, 
are, officially, 30 per cent of the 
Nazi navy, including 20 per cent 
of Germany’s cruisers and 25 per 
cent of its destroyers. 

He placed the Nazi sea losses 
at 78,000 tons during the last week 
when, he said, the Allied navies 
had lost “not a single pound.” He 
evidently referred to British and 
French merchant shipping.

How- 
ever, there was a tense feeling 
among the delegates, who expected 
that a floor fight would develop 
against sending Stark as a dele- 
gate. 

James VY. Conran, Prosecuting At- 
torney of New Madrid County, a 
leader among Southeast Missouri 
Democrats who have long. been 
classed as Pendergast supporters, 
had plans to oppose Stark, and an- 
nounced his intention publicly. The 
Kansas City organization and many 
delegates were secretly urging him 
on, but Senator Clark viewed such 
a proceeding as having dangerous 
political possibilities. 

The Senator, who did not reach 
the convention until the middle of 
the afternoon, was summoned to 
help suppress Conran. There were 
repeated conferences on the Stark 
rejection throughout the afternoon, 
participated in by Senator Clark; 
Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann; Ru- 
bey Hulen of Columbia, manager 
of Clark’s 1938 campaign; John G. 
Madden, chairman of the Jackson 
County Democratic Committee, and 
Robert E. Hannegan, chairman of 
the St. Louis Democratic commit- 
tee. 

It was not until 4:30 p. m. that 
Conran submitted to the pressure, 
and announced that he would not 
make his floor fight on the Gov-

Representative Knutson In- 
troduces Measure in 
House, Like Bridges Sen- 
ate Proposal.

WASHINGTON, Aprik 16.—The 
vote fraud scandals in St. Louis 
and Kansas City were cited today as 
reasons for the necessity of enact- 
ing a Federal statute to prevent the 
falsifying of the count, padding of 
registration lists, use of “repeaters” 
and stuffing of the ballot boxes in 
any general or special election for 


the Senate ‘and the House or dele- 
gates or resident commissioners 
from any territory or insular pos- 
session. 
In the House yesterday, Repre- 
sentative Harold Knutson (Rep.) 
of Minnesota introduced a bill to 
cover situations comparable to 
those exposed in the 1936 elections 
in St. Louis and Kansas City. An 
identical bill was introduced in the 
Senate ‘last week by, Senator Styles 
Bridges (Rep.) of New Hampshire. 
Paul O. Peters of St. Louis, a 
candidate for the Republican Sena- 
torial nomination, was instrumental 
in having the bills introduced. In 
1936 Peters headed a non-partisan 
citizens’ committee which fought 
against vote frauds. 

Only Examples, Bridges Says. 
Bridges, in introducing the bill, 
said that the situations in St. Louis 
and Kansas City were only exam- 
ples of what was happening now in 
other large cities. 

“T could very well tell you sto- 
ries,” he declared, “that occurred 
in thé machine-boss-controlled city 
of Chicago, where in the last elec- 
tion the Nash-Kelly machine once 
more ran rampant over decent citi- 


izenship. I could take you to New 


Jersey, to the Hague-controlled ma- 
chine of Jersey City, for some more 
pernicious operations of the bosses, 
and also to the famous Crump sys- 
tem in Memphis, Tenn. 

“What a New Deal party we have 
today. What great liberals we have 
—Hague, Kelly, Nash, Crump and 
Pendergast.” 

The bill, as sponsored by Peters, 
calls for a maximum penalty of 
two years imprisonment and $2000 
fine. 

Articles Put in Record. 
Bridges obtained permission to 
reprint in the Congressional Rec- 
ord four long articles in the 
Post-Dispatch and several shorter 
stories from the Missouri Non-Par- 
tisan News relating to the St. Louis 
and Kansas City scandals.

Belief that smoke will be elimi- 
nated, if the citizens and the press 
continue to give “whole-hearted, 
constructive co-operation,” was ex- 
pressed by the Smoke Commis- 
sioner. 

“Although the ordinance cannot 
be as rapidly enforced as desired,” 
he went on, “there remains ample 
opportunity for any aggressive en- 
forcement program to produce re- 
sults. The Smoke Elmination Com- 
mitee indicated that definite re- 
sults May be expected, during the 
1940-41 heating season, but cau- 
tioned against any great expecta- 
tions until after the heating season 
of 1942-43. 

“The rapidity with which enforce- 
ment can be carried on is depend- 
ent to a great extent upon the 
availability of a supply of smoke- 
less fuel. It was the intention of 
the committee to give the coal pro- 
ducers in Illinois every opportunity 
to prepare their fuel so that it 
would meet the requirements of 
the St. Louis market. It was un- 
derstood that before any progress 
could be made in the preparation 
of Illinois coal by private capital, 
that a market would have to be 
created for this product. This mar- 
ket, by the enactment of this ordi- 
nance, has been created.” 


Reference to Arkansas Coal. 

If definite steps are not taken to 
provide the desired fuel, it will be 
necessary to look elsewhere for a 
supply, said Tucker, with a remind- 
er that the possibility of getting 
Arkansas anthracite here in volume 
at a reasonable price had been in- 
vestigated recently, findings being 
“exceedingly encouraging.” It ap- 
peared that an unlimited volume of 
this fuel is available, he added.

Admiral Stark, who is chief of

g crease at a Senate Naval Commit- 
tee hearing on other legislation 
which would authorize, but not pro- 
g vide funds for, a $655,000,000 expan- 
§ sion of the navy’s shipbuilding pro- 
gram. 
Asked by Senator Johnson (Rep.), 
si California, whether he thought an 
emergency existed, Admiral Stark 
replied: 

“In my opinion, an emergency ex- 
ists when our relative position is 
continually becoming weaker, as it 
is now.” 

Of the additional $45,000,000 
which Stark recommended, $18,- 
000,000 would be for ship facilities 
on shore and $27,400,000 for ship- 
building. 

This would provide for laying the 
keels of four cruisers, 13 destroy- 
ers and eight submarines in the 
fiscal year beginning next July 1, he 
indicated. 


Base in Caribbean. 


The navy also showed interest in 
acquiring a base in the southeast 
Caribbean Sea. 

It discussed this subject in a 
statement answering a series of 
questions from Chairman Walsh of 
the Senate Naval Committee. 

“A fleet airbase in the southeast 
corner of the Caribbean,” the Navy 
Department said, “would undoubt- 
edly add to the security of the area 
as well as to the ability of the 
United States fleet to insure the 
integrity of the Monroe Doctrine. 

“A base for the United States 
fleet located in this vicinity would 
afford a strategically centralized 
position which should permit our 
fleet to operate in any direction.”

the United States has no bases to 
guard the flank adjacent to the

SUPERINTENDENT WITHDRAWS 


Threlkeld of Montclair, N. J., Gives No Rea- 
son—Board Majority Thought to Stand 
on Original Plan of Selection. 


Archie Loyd Threlkeld of Mont- 
clair, N. J., withdrew today as a 
nominee for Superintendent of In- 
structivu of the public schools here, 
but gave no reason for his with- 
drawal, it was announced by Dr. 
Rudolph Hofmeister, Instruction 
Committee chairman. 

The withdrawal reduced to five 
the list of nominees chosen by a 
committee of educators. Dr. Hof- 
meister said he was “not exactly 
surprised” at Threlkeld’s withdraw- 
al because he has an excellent posi- 
tion paying $15,000 a year as su- 
perintendent in Montclair, a 
wealthy community. Henry J. Ger- 
ling’s salary here was $12,000. 

Threlkeld’s nomination met with 
approval of several women’s or- 
ganizations because he is a Mis- 
sourian by birth, was formerly Su- 
perintendent in Denver and was a 
former president of the National 
Education .Association. He was on 
the committee which recommend- 
ed selection of Dr. George Strayer 
for the St. Louis school survey.

A majority of the School Board 
members are now willing to limit 
their choice of a - superin*~~‘1- 
ent of Instruction to the nominees 
selected by the Advisory Commit- 
tee of educators, President Mark D. 
Eagleton said today. 


In a letter personally delivered to 
Eagleton last night, Acting Super- 
intendent George L. Hawkins indi- 
cated he was not a candidate for 
the permanent superintendency but 
declined to say definitely whether 
he would accept « refuse if it were 
offered to him.

nominees were selected. 


The general public will have an 
opportunity to meet each of the five 
nominees for superintendent at 
their hotels, Eagleton announced.

Norway Lists Nazis’ 12 Demands; 
Says They Were Received After 
Invasion of Country Had Begun 


Terms Included Cessation of Foreign Ship- 


ping and Control of 


Military Buildings— 


Government Asserted It Would Fight. 


STOCKHOLM, April 16 (AP).— 
The Norwegian 


original demands of Germany on 


Norway for complete submission. 
It stated these demands were re- 
ceived after armed forces actually 
had begun to invade the country. 
The demands listed were: 

1. A proclamation to the people 
and the army ordering no opposi- 
tion to Germany. 

2. The army to be ordered to 
make contact with the advancing 
Germans and give loyal collabora- 
tion. The army to be allowed to 
keep its weapons if its conduct per- 
mitted. All military buildings to 
hoist a white flag beside the Nor 
wegian flag as a sign of collabora- 
tion. 

3. The military buildings needed 
by Germany to secure Norway 
against foreign enemies to be de- 
livered undamaged, especially coast- 
al fortresses. 

4. Detailed charts of Norwegian 
mine fields to be delivered to Ger- 
many. 

Control of Communications. 

5. Norwegian territory to be com- 
pletely blacked out from the day 
of occupation. 

6. All communications to be main- 
tained at Germany's disposition. 

7. No ships to be »ermitted to 
gail to foreign ports and no air 
service to be permitted, with the 
understanding that maritime com- 
merce would be permitted later to 
German and neutral Baltic ports 
only, 

8. Norwegian pilots to be instruct- 
ed to obey German orders. 

9. Meteorological service to be 
continued, at Germany’s disposition 
but all telephone service, cables 
and mail to foreign countries to be 
stopped and traffic with Baltic 
states to be reduced and controlled 
by Germany. 

10. The press and radio stations 
to be ordered to carry information 
as directed by German military au-

11. The export of war materials 
from Norway to cease. 

12. Any proclamations and in- 
structions issued by wireless to be 
sent only in a cipher unknown to 
Germany's enemies. 


Time of Presentation. 


These demands were presented, 
the Norwegian Government said, at 
5 a. m. on April 9 to Foreign Min- 
ister Halvdan Koht. 


At that time, the publication said, 
German warships had invaded Os- 
lo fjord, Bergen and Trondheim and 
had fought with coastal batteries. 


The German demands said that 
Berlin had come into possession of 
documents showing that Britain 
and France intended to invade Nor- 
way in a few days and that Norway 
would not oppose them and could 
not oppose successfully. 


The German Minister was quoted 
as saying that Germany therefore 
had begun certain military opera- 
tions to occupy strategic and im- 
portant districts. 


This was intended as no attack 
on Norway’s political independence 
or integrity, the demands stated, 
but was an evolution for which 
Britain and France really were re- 
sponsible. 


In reply, Koht said he could not 
make such a decision himself but 
must present it to the Cabinet, 


Germany Wanted Quick Answer. 

The German Minister said an an- 
Swer was urgent, as German action 
already had advanced so far that 
the demands must be accepted im- 
mediately if there were to be any 
chance to prevent violence. 

The Cabinet already was assem- 
bled, however, so he agreed to let it 
decide, said the statement. The 
Cabinet quickly replied that it was 
impossible for an independent coun- 
try to accept such demands. 


In replying, it commented that

The German attack then con- 
tinued, the Norwegian Government 
declared, and King Haakon, Crown 
Prince Olav and the Government 
left Oslo to escape the Germans 
and continue the Government’s 
work. 

In a conversation with the King 
next day, the German Minister was 
reported to have said that the sit- 
uation had changed so that Berlin 
no longer would be content with 
the demands of the day before and 
that another Norwegian govern- 
ment in which Berlin could have 
confidence was necessary. It was 
suggested that the King recognize 
Maj. Vidkun Quisling, Norwegian 
Nazi, as chief of a new cabinet and 
accept the cabinet already pro- 
claimed’ by Quisling at Oslo. 

The King replied that Quisling’s 
government was another Finnish 
Kuusinen government (a reference 
to the government proclaimed by 
the Finnish Communist Otto Kuus- 
inen when Russia invaded Finland 
last Nov. 30). 

Cabinet Willing to Resign. 

Foreign Minister Koht declared 
that the old Norwegian SGabinet 
was willing. to resign, however, if 
Berlin could accept a friendly gov- 
ernment made up of other mem- 
bers. The German Minister re- 
plied that the question of other 
ministers could be discussed, but 
that the German Fuehrer had de- 
cided Quisling must be accepted as 
the chief. 

King Haakon answered “no.” 

Asked if this meant continued 
Norwegian opposition to the ad- 
vance, Koht responded: “Yes, as 
long as ever possible.” 

Finally, the Government declara- 
tion concluded, Norway is  con- 
vinced that with collaboration of 
the Western Powers (Britain and 
France) it is possible to regain 
Norway for the Norwegian people.

There is no. airport anywhere 
near Narvik, the terrain being ab- 
golutely prohibitive for the con- 
struction of one. The hilly, un- 
chopped landscape around Bergen 
has also always deprived that great 
seaport of reliable air connections 
even with Oslo, But frondheim 
has a good airfield in its vicinity. 
This is why the British -nust seize 
Trondheim at all costs. 

Without a dependable airbase the 
British expeditionary force will be 
at the mercy of Nazi bombers from 
Fornebo, near Oslo, from Stavan- 
ger and elsewhere. Small landing 


parties will never be sufficient to 
seize Trondheim nor can its nar- 
ows and inner harbor be pene- 
rated except by powerful sea 
forces inevitably with the risk of 
costly losses. 

Nevertheless, the Allies cannot 
jolt the German army of occupa- 
tion until they have stormed Trond- 
heim and obtained an airfield there. 


Chance of Nazi Victory. 


Unless the Allies land a powerful 
expeditionary force on the Norwe- 

n coast within 10 days—or two 

eeks at the outside—the limited 
army of German invaders stands 
an excellent chance of gaining im- 
mediate control of virtually all Nor- 
way and winning another blitz- 
kreig. Unless this fact, with all its 
grave potentialities, is realized in 
London and Paris, Fuehrer Adolf 
Hitler may win perhaps the great- 
est and certainly the most fabu- 
lous gamble in modern history. 


After what I saw and learned 
inside Norway during the first 
four days of the lightning-paced 
German occupation, I am convinced 
that nothing short of an almost 
immediate landing of Allied divi- 
sions can save the Norwegian Gov- 
ernment’s scattered forces from 
early disaster.

However brilliant the British

esistance within ‘an incredibly 
short time. If the Norwegian de-

Moreover, if the Nazis, as many 
fear, can swiftly wind up their 
campaign against untested and 
possibly disco-ordinated Norwegian 
troops, they will surely put thou- 
sands of husky Norwegian men to 
work building many more airports 
and fortifying them. Once this is 
accomplished, the entire flank of 
the British Isles would be exposed 
as never before.

The Allied Powers must get an airfield inside 
Norway as early as possible in order to land their own planes and 


gasoline could probably fuel thou- 
sands of air raids on Great Brit- 
ain while the Germans were also 
profiting from a year’s supply of 
grain, cotton, coffee and tobacco 
which the prudent Norwegians had 
accumulated for a rainy day. 

Thus, the consolidation of Ger- 
man forces throughout Norway 
would be a major disaster econom- 
ically as well as militarily for the 
Allies, particularly Great Britain, 
and if a large Allied expeditionary 
force fails to land in Norway with- 
in a very brief period the West- 
ern Powers risk losing the first 
big round of the war. 


Norway’s Weak Army. 


It seems quite possible that Lon- 
don and Paris will count.too much 
on the Norwegians’ capacity and 
psychological ability to hold out. 
The Norwegian army is notoriously 
limited in its arms and munitions— 
something which the Nazi secret 
service has known for months. As 
an example, even such a key 
fortress as Bolarne, which guards 
the western entrance to Oslo fjord, 
possessed only sufficient shells for 
six hours of firing when the Ger- 
mans struck. Its batteries held off 
the Nazi ships for three days but 
were silenced Friday, undoubtedly 
due to lack of munitions. A simi- 
lar situation exists in many parts 
of the country. 


Secondly, nobody yet knows how 
much of Norway’s little army of 
50,000 remains int&ct. I do know, 
however, that on Friday we rode 
four and a half hours from Oslo 
to the southernmost point of the 
Norwegian-Swedish border and saw 
only three Norwegian soldiers, al- 
though many towns were not occu- 
pied by a single German. I also 
know that in this southwestern 
corner of Norway, as well as in the 
capital, there was no rush of men 
to join the colors. 


A certain number of Norwegian 
youths had begun to leave Oslo in 
an effort to get through to the 
Government’s side, but most of 
them had little or no _ military 
training. Likewise, it was impos- 
sible to learn whether the Govern- 
ment forces had any quantity of 
arms and munitions in the North 
with which to equip them. The 
Government left Oslo so precipi- 
tately on two hours’ notice, a week 
ago, that it may not have taken 
any mentionable amounts of arms 
and supplies with it. 


Accordingly, it seems very pos- 
sible that the German invaders, 
every ninth and tenth man 0of 
which carried a machine gun and 
who also landed at least 50 tanks, 
may enjoy a real advantage in 
arms and munitions at the start. 
They might be held up by expertly 
directed guerrilla warfare tactics 
or their advances greatly slowed 
down. But this certainly did not 
happen in the east and southeast 
of Oslo or anywhere in that con- 
siderable territory, as far as I am 
able to learn, 


Heavy Fighting Doubted. 


Outside of Norway, reports of 
“heavy fighting” appear greatly ex- 
aggerated. Such fighting may have 
happened near Hamar and Elverum 
and east and north of these points. 
From Oslo, southwest to the border, 
however, towns like Asarpsborg, 
Fredrikstad and Moss had no Nor- 
wegian soldiers. One company of 
Germans could occupy these towns 
and countless others as easily as 
a company of American regulars 
could occupy Stamford, Conn., or 
Winnetka, Ill., at this moment; 
much easier, in fact, because the 
Norwegian police have no weapons. 

Everywhere en route to the bor- 
der we saw clusters of able-bodied 
men in towns, but they were stand- 
ing around not knowing what to 
do. We did see four strong farm 
boys carrying suitcases, obviously 
wanting to get somewhere. But 
we saw only these four and they 
did not know that two German 
columns had already cut by them 
on the main road. You got the im- 
pression that the people of South- 
ern Norway, simple and bewildered, 
had no leadership and either 
thought it was too late to fight or 
did not know how to reach their 
army. Whatever the reasons may 
have been, German occupation in 
all this territory was a pushover 
and we did not see one lone minute- 
man with rifle in hand to give pause 
to the invaders. 

I was told that Norwegian peas- 
ants are patriotic and would want 
to fight. If this is accurate and 
if the Government forces have 
weapons to give them, then some 
real resistance may be built up in

N the last 56 hours I have

NORWAY’S BETRAYAL. 

Surprise, consternation and bewilderment were 
the only reactions last week to the dispatches an- 
nouncing the Germans’ hawk-like seizure of Norway. 
How did they do it? 

Granted that Norway might be no match for the 
Third Reich, still, she had ships and forts and men. 
Why was there no resistance worth the name? How 
was it possible for the Germans in a scant 12 hours 
to seize every important port from Narvik, ubove the 
Arctic circle, to Oslo, at the southern tip of the 
Scandinavian peninsula? 

Now, a week after the event, out of a welter of 
conflicting bulletins and communiques comes the 
real story. Norway was betrayed, The military 
commander of Narvik surrendered without iiring a 
shot. The guns commanding the narrow Oslo fjord 
remained silent. White flags were run up on the 
Norwegian vessels at the naval base of Horten even 
before the first German ships appeared. In fact, the 
only real resistance there was came from a little 
mine-layer, and it was a mistake. It was not expected 
in the harbor and, so, its commander had not been 
notified to hold his fire. 

The account of the gigantic conspiracy behind 
these unprecedented events—told yesterday for the 
first time in an exclusive cable to the Post-Dispatch 
by Leland Stowe—is the most sensational scoop to 
come out of Europe’s war. ‘It makes intelligible 
what heretofore was mysterious. 

The seizure of Norway was not an exploit of the 
German Generals and Admirals. They were opposed 
to it for strategic reasons. It was the work of Hit- 
ler, the political organizer, the master of intrigue. 

Nazi agents had broken Norwegian resistance long 
before it formed. They had brought a Trojan 
horse into Oslo. Almost complete control of the 
country was obtained—in advance—by gaining con- 
trol of a handful of men in key positions. 

Just as in Austria, in Czecho-Slovakia, and in 
Danzig, the Nazi tempters preceded the army, sow- 
ing the seeds of treason. . As they found a Seysz-In- 
quart in Veinna, a Henlein in the Sudetenland, and a 
Forster in Danzig, so they found a Quisling in Oslo. 
True to the Hitler pattern, he was in Berlin on the 
eve of the coup—just as 200 of the most influential 
persons in the Norwegian capital were being shown 
a film-story of the ruthlessness of the Polish con- 
quest, a new touch in the Nazi terror technique. 

No wonder there were no tears and no jeers from 
thet spectators as the handful of German soldiers 
marched into the city. They were as surprised and 
mystified as the rest of the world by Hitler’s latest 
stroke. But what will be their reaction as, slowly, 
they come to realize the depth of their betrayal, as 
they realize that even before the German Minister 
handed his ultimatum to the Government and 
long before the Parliament voted not to capitulate, 
the Germans had reached their objectives? 

Will the German Generals be vindicated in their 
opinion that this Scandinavian adventure is fool- 
hardy, that it is almost impossible for them to pro- 
tect their lines of communication and supply? Or 
will Hitler and his political agents be able to pull 
another rabbit out of the hat? 

And what of the Allies? Will psychology and 
intrigue be permitted to spike their guns? Will Hit- 
ler succeed with the method he outlined—even be- 
fore coming to power—when he said: “Our strategy 
is to destroy the enemy from within, to conquer 
him through himself.” Is warfare to be so revolu- 
tionized by this new technique of conquest by bribe 
that it will sweep all before it? Or will the Allied 
Generals and statesmen display the imagination de- 
manded by this challenge? Will they, in the end, 
meet the new attack with a new counter-attack that 
will prevail over it?

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DR. EHRLICH’S DREAM TAKES FORM. 

Three physicians of Mount Sinai Hospital, New 
York, have announced a new cure for syphilis in its 
early stages which may well prove to be the greatest 
advance in the treatment of this vicious ravager 
since Dr. Paul Ehrlich discovered salvarsan in 1910. 
What distinguishes the new treatment is the short- 
ness of time required for it—only five days as 
against the 18 months to two years and even longer 
needed for the treatment now commonly used. 

It is the method of treatment, not the drug em- 
ployed, which is new. Either mapharsen or neo- 
arsphenamine are administered intravenously by a 
new slow drip method which makes it possible to 
place as much of the curative drug in the blood in a 
few days as could be injected in months by the old 
method. Based on seven years of research, the new 
method has been tested on 375 syphilis sufferers and 
found to be 85 per cent successful. 

The greatest difficulty with the present treatment 
has been the long period required for the completion 
of a case. Sufferers grow discouraged that so many 
trips to the clinic should be required. According 
to careful estimates, fully 84 per cent of those who 
begin treatments discontinue them before they are 


either cured or rendered non-infectious, This means 


that only 16 persons out of 100 who commence treat- 
ment have been seeing it through. The new meth- 
od, in short, holds out the promise of becoming the 
rapid, effective, economical treatment which Dr. 
Ehrlich sought a generation ago. If it does fulfill 
the famous German bacteriologist’s dream, and, in- 
cidentally, Dr. Ehrlich was a Jew who was fortunate 
enough to be able to do his work in pre-Hitler Ger- 
many, a scientific advance which will do mankind 
incalculable benefit has been achieved.

THE LOAVES AND THE FISHES. 

The so-called State Democratic convention that 
met in St. Louis yesterday was only. the ghostly 
echo of a defunct institution. With the enactment 
of the primary election law, the delegate conven- 
tion was extinguished. What now masquerades in 
its name is a convention of the Courthouse crowd. 

Every county in Missouri has its courthouse ring. 
They are the local officials: The sheriff, collector, 
prosecuting attorney, assessor, county Judges, with 
deputies, assistants, office staffs and a fringe of 
expectant hangers-on. In the background is a 
“tyrant of the little field,” in the person of a local 
boss who cracks the whip with such authority as his 
personality embodies. 

Politics is the business of the courthouse ring. 
With many of them, it is the only business they 
have. They give it energetic attention. They, not 
the party rank and file, selected the delegates that 
went through the perfunctory- motions of yesterday’s 
convention. Nothing that they did, or omitted to do, 
reflected the expressed will of the party, THe party, 
as such, had no voice in naming the convention’s per- 
sonnel or directing its deliberations or conclusions. 

A State convention, as it now functions, has noth- 
ing much of consequence to do. It distributes a few 
formal party honors to recipients whom long custom 
has already designated. In the case of the party 
in power, the United States Senators and Governor 
are slated as delegates-at-large. The fourth place 
may, or may not, precipitate a contest. Since the 
extension of the franchise, gallantry confers the as- 
sociate distinction on active women workers. 

If a Senator or the Governor were excluded from 
the Big Four list, that would, of course, be news. 
Getting away from theoretical review, the refusal 
of yesterday’s convention to name Gov. Stark a 
delegate-at-large would have been celebrated far into 
the night, but what a headache in the courthouse 
rings the next day as the people of Missouri re- 
pudiated this humiliation of the Governor by the 
machine politicians! 

It has been obvious that the Governor was not 
popular with the hand-picked delegates of this court- 
house convention. When Stark declared war on the 
Pendergast machine, he infuriated the courthouse 
rings in many of the State’s 114 counties. They 
have never forgiven him. They called him a party 
traitor. They have shown their resentment in 
petulant, mean and childish displays of anger. They 
have torn down Stark posters. They have berated 
him in many a carousing caucus, exemplifying the 
accuracy of the old adage—in vino veritas. They 
have boasted they would put the skids under him. 
And the poor, shabby, vagrant survivors of the Pen- 
dergast machine that but yesterday lorded it over 
every Democratic gathering in Missouri were vin- 
dictively hoping for the worst. 

Well, there’s your machine. There are your poli- 
ticians of the-loaves-and-the-fishes school. There 
is your courthouse convention. Gov. Stark liberated 
Missouri from the rapacity and corruption of an un- 
speakable political camorra. He has demolished the 
fraudulent Kansas City returns. He has outlawed 
the tainted title to office of elected persons. He 
has revived the sanctity of the ballot. He has put 
Missouri’s House of Democracy in order. The good 
that he has done will endure as long as Missouri’s 
electorate continues vigilant and resolute, as it is 
today. 

The sterling service of Gov. Stark’s administra- 
tion is a value that cannot be tarnished by the venom 
of machine politicians. And the political future of 
Lloyd Stark is in the hands of the people of Mis- 
souri—not in the claws of the courthouse rings. 
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PLAY BALL! 

They are running up the flags out at Sportsman’s 
Park and scores of other baseball fields, major and 
minor, all over the country this afternoon. As the 
pitcher lobs a clean white ball to the catcher, the 
first hitter comes out of the dugout, strides across 
the new green grass, pounds the dirt beside the plate 
a few times with his bat, and then, as the blue- 
coated umpire sings out “Play ball,” takes his place.

It represents an invest- 
ment of $70,000,000 or more—not considering the 
worth of all the factories that make bats and balls 
and soft drinks and hot dogs. 

But the fans in bleachers and grandstand will not 
be thinking about that as they hear the first crack 
of bat against the ball, as they watch the first base- 
runner hit the dust. They will be having the time 
of their lives—especially the office boy who had to 
tell his boss that they were burying his grandmother. 
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A MAGICIAN FOR GOVERNOR? 

Circuit Judge Ferd Frankenhoff of St. Joseph, 
who has just announced that he is a candidate for 
the Democratic gubernatorial nomination, is a lawyer 
by profession, but apparently he has put aside the 
law for the practice of magic. 

That is the only conclusion to be arrived at after 
a glance at his campaign promises. He is out for 
larger old age pensions—a minimum of $23 the 
month for single persons and $45 for couples. He 
is also in favor of more money for’ dependent chil- 
dren. And he is opposed to any reduction in school 
allocations. Further, he believes that present State 
revenues can be stretched to cover these increases, 
and so he is against higher taxes, If that’s not 
magic, what is it? 

Declarations such as this platform by Judge 
Frankenhoff, who, it will be remembered, invalidated 
that section of the State Social Security law which 
prevented the courts from fixing the amounts of old 
age pensions on appeal, would be no more harmful 
than the acts of a Thurston or a Hermann the Great 
if they did not have such a strong appeal to so many 
voters. 

Politicians like State Auditor Forrest Smith 
learned long ago that a pension check is the cheap- 
est way to buy a vote if they can only create. the 
impression that this largess comes from them, rath- 
er than the taxpayers. Frankenhoff is out-Smithing 
“Dear Pensioner” Smith.

be permitted to stand between any Federal 
prosecutor and the public interest.” 

These are the people who did most to 
make it possible for the aroused women 
of Kansas City to help smash the machine. 

Special attention should be given to the 
fact that it was a quiet election. Consider- 
ing the issue, amazingly quiet. Almost the 
only “rough stuff“ was an altercation at one 
of the voting precincts where the next door 
neighbor of the Mayor-elect had three teeth 
knocked out when he dared the risk of per- 
sonal encounter in the neighbor’s cause.

OR some 50 years, the St. Louis Terminal 
Railway Association has been exploiting 
the unusual geographical advantages of St.

The Terminal Association, ever since its 
inception, has been perhaps the only large 
local enterprise which has done nothing 
constructive whatever for this city, but on 
the other hand has done everything in its 
power, where it was involved, to hold back 
the progress of St. Louis. 


Twenty-eight months ago, in discussing 
the smoke problem, the Labor Tribune 
charged that the railroads were one of the 
most flagrant smoke belchers, and that the 
Terminal system would have to be com- 
pelled to use smokeless fuels or power if 
this city wished to free itself of the smoke 
nuisance. 


This editorial page, in discussing the pro- 
posed Jefferson riverfront memorial proj- 
ect, criticised the city administration for not 
compelling the Terminal system to remove 
its elevated tracks from the riverfront, par- 
ticularly since its franchise to use this pub- 
lic right of way had already expired. 

The unsuccessful underhand ruse which 
the Terminal attempted last week, whereby

it persuaded one of our Aldermen to inject 
a joker amendment into the ordinance which 
would have excluded the Terminal Associa- 
tion from its provisions, demonstrates con- 
clusively that the arrogant and reactionary 
directors of this pseudo-utility have learned 
nothing or forgotten nothing. 

We hope Mayor Dickmann, who has the 
wholehearted support of the public in this 
battle, will not relent in his determination 
to make the Terminal Railroad Association 
obey the law and give us genuine compen- 
sation for the privilege of controlling our 
vital railroad traffic arteries. 

The Terminal also must be forced to re- 
move its elevated road on the levee, which 
would blight the riverfront memorial. Since 
that ground is now the property of the 
United States Park Service, and since the 
Terminal franchise to use that right of way 
has expired, we believe that the Terminal 
directors will graciously yield to the inevit- 
able, or else they must be forced to find 
other ways of entering Mill Creek Valley. 

The time has come when patience ceases 
to be a virtue. The City of St. Louis must 
no longer permit a greedy and reactionary 
public utility to retard its progress. Go to 
it, Mr. Mayor! 


The Growth of Credit Unions 


Co unions are growing faster than 
any other type of cash-lending agencies, 
With the possible exception of the personal 
loan departments of banks, according to a 
survey published in the current issue of the 
Journal of Business. 

This statement has a_ twofold signifi- 
cance: First, it indicates that the nation’s 
banks, unable to find profitable investments 
for their funds, ere entering the personal 
loan field (which they once neglected) in 
increasing numbers. Second, it indicates 
that the banks, handicapped as they are by 
legal restrictions and by antiquated banking 
traditions, are finding the credit unions 
tough competition. 

The typical credit union is composed of 
employes of an institution, banded together 


to help themselves and each other to accu-

mulate savings, and to provide facilities 
for making small loans at low interest 
rates to members who require them. Mem- 
bers on their own signatures can secure 
loans up to $300 in some states, and pay 
back principal and interest over a 12 
months’ period, without the humiliation of 
— a friend to act as co-signer of the 
note. 

Subject to State regulation and inspec- 
tion, the credit unions supply a valuable 
service. It seems likely that they will con- 
tinue to thrive and that their competition 
May force a liberalization of the small-loan 
business all along the line, from bank to 
loan shark. This is an effect to be desired. 
So, too, is the effect of the credit unions’ 
basic theory that wage earners can help 
themselves—and each other.

Carl Ostertag Publishes Maga- 
zine in Spanish, Which He 
Cannot Read. 


Carl Ostertag, a printer at the 
Faithful Words Publishing Co., 
2116 South Jefferson avenue, has 
been getting large bundles of mail 
since he was described in Ripley's 
Believe It or Not cartoon in Fri- 
day’s Post-Dispatch as the “editor, 
printer and publisher of a Spanish 
magazine who cannot read, write 
or speak Spanish.” 

Most of the letters request a copy 
of the magazine which he gladly 
sends along without charge. In 
fact, Ostertag estimates he mailed 
about 120,000 copies of the mag- 
azine last year to missionaries 
working amonr Spanish people in 
the southern part of the United 
States and most countries of Cen- 
tral and South America, 

Ostertag began publication of the 
periodical eight years ago at the 
suggestion of a Protestant mission- 
ary. He puts out only one issue 
a year and the magazine has but 
eight pages. In it are contained 
religious articles, either written by 
Ervin Dresch, a missionary in San 
Antonio, Tex., or translated by 
Dresch from English into Spanish. 

Ostertag explained to a reporter 
that he supervises the makeup, 
printing and mailing of the mag- 
azine, which, he said, is intended 
to “spread the Gospel.” He often 
works nights at his task and except 
for some small contributions from 
“missionary-spirited persons,” pays 
most of the $550 expense incurred 
annually in publishing the mag- 
azine.

But Turkey knows she can only 
exist as a small independent nation 
in a community of other small in- 
dependent nations. Her Lebens- 
raum stretched from Vienna to Tri- 
poli in the days of the Ottoman 
Empire. Now her Lebensraum is 
a neighborhood of nations among 
whom she can live as an equal and 
without fear. Berlin to Baghdad 
means her national existence, and 
she has no mind to allow the move- 
ment to spread one step farther 
southward, preferring to go out to 
meet it rather than allow it to come 
to her. 
Her young men speak without 
panic of the certainty of war and 
of the future, for which they will 
fight—of a commonwealth of Bal- 
kan states which they believe will 
stretch eventually farther into the 
Asiatic Near East and_include Irak 
and Persia. For them the days of 
imperialism are over, whether the 
imperialism of the British Empire 
or the more ruthless, immediately 
menacing continental imperialism 
of Germany. 


They speak of integration with 


European culture, with the spirit of 


the West, and of adding to that 
their spirit and their culture and 
extending it. To them the essence 
of the West is the twin ideas of 
freedom and equality, and they 
will tell you freedom must mean 
first of all national freedom and 
national equality. Here they say, 
as in the United States, that na- 
tional independence and interna- 
tional equality naturally precede 
and produce freedom and democra- 
cy for the individual. 3 


All of these people are peasant 
folk, and, of whatever traditional 
character the governments may be, 
are deeply democratic. Now they 
see themselves threatened with be- 
coming colonies, not of an empire 
lying across seas, but an empire 
right in the heart of Europe. They 
are to be hewers of wood and draw- 
ers of water for a master race, and 
out of a fertile peasant stock, bio- 
logically one of the soundest in 
Europe, are to breed soldiers for 
this new empire.

They want to know 
whether they are to fight side by 
side with colonial troops from sub- 
ject colonies or with Westerners, 
who are free men, and set an enor- 
mous store on the army being a 
majority of Westerners, whether 
French, English or Australians, 
New Zealanders or Canadians, not 
because they doubt the valor of the 
Senegalese or other colonial troops, 
but because of the symbol ex- 
pressed by the unity of free peo- 
ples. 


I am here summarizing what was 
said to me during the last two days 
by highly cultivate intelligent, 
young Turks. Some of) it was dis- 
cussed an hour ago by a Turkish 
gentleman, whom I encountered in 
the dining car. This train, which 
connects Istanbul with the remot- 
est towns of modern Turkey, is a 
far better and more modern train 
than the International-Simplon Ex- 
press, and built, like the capital to 
which I am going, by a Turkey 
whose modern form has existed 
only 20 years. 

This Turkey which has eschewed 
imperialism firmly believes the 
world of the future belongs to a 
commonwealth of free _ nations, 
great and small, and that among 
them the small ones will fully jus- 
tify themselves. The mere fact 
that two American women could 
talk freely about world affairs with 
a Turkish man in a train itself rep- 
resents the incredible movement 
toward freedom and equality which 
obsesses these Eastern states.

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ACCIDENT CONSPIRACY 


Woman Among Those Sen- 
tenced at Omaha to 18 
Months to Six Years. 


OMAHA, Neb., April 16 (AP).— 
Nine persons convicted of a con- 
spiracy to defraud insurance com- 
panies by faking automobile acci- 
dents were sentenced by United 
States District Judge Robert C. 
Bell of St. Paul, Minn., yesterday 
to terms of 18 months to six years. 

Assyrian G. Bruner, Omaha, 
called by the prosecution one of 
the ringleaders, was sentenced to 
six years imprisonment and a 
$2000 fine. He had been convict- 
ed on 10 counts. 

Mrs. Esther M. Talbot of Omaha, 
convicted on four counts, was sen- 
tenced to four years and fined 
$1000 by Judge Bell, who de- 
scribed her as playing a leading 
part in the conspiracy and accused 
her of possibly being responsible 
for leading her two sons into dif- 
ficulty.

It may be observed, 


also, that the British at Narvik 


are in some sense a hint to the 
Russians that any attempt by them 
to move into Sweden by the back 
door might prove dangerous. 


A British landing force in Nor- 
way might perhaps come at 
Trondheim. This city is connected 
by rail both with Oslo and by a 
direct line with the Swedish fron- 
tier and Stockholm, the distances 
being 343 and 530 miles respective- 
ly. Its harbor is fortified, and the 
Germans are said (though it seems 
unlikely) to have brought in heavy 
guns to reinforce the existing 
forts, Namsos to the north and 
Andalsnes to the south, both con- 
nected with Trondheim by branch 
railways; Namsos is 90 miles away 
in an air line, Andalsnes almost 
150, though the distances by rail 
are almost twice as much. If the 
British can make good a landing 
at one or both of these points, 
they can advance on Trondheim 
from two directions and take the 
place from the rear. The German 
garrison probably does not exceed 
five or six thousand men, and the 
British will, of course, have all the 
help the Norwegians can give 
them. The port facilities at Nam- 
sos and Andalsnes, while not ex- 
tensive, are probably equal to the 
task of landing field guns and light 
armored vehicles. 


All this, however, remains purely 
speculative and in the realm of 
“capabilities” rather than facts un- 
til further information is available. 
It may be that the British will also 
attempt a landing near’ Bergen, 
which, like Trondheim, has direc: 
rail communication with the inte- 
rior (as Stavanger does not). How- 
ever, from the point of view of air 
support, Trondheim is more favor- 
able to the British than Bergen, as 
it is almost 600 miles from Sylt and 
350 miles from Stavanger, while 
Bergen is 260 miles closer to these 
German bases. Bergen is, however, 
only 215 miles from the British 
base in the Shetlands, while Trond- 
heim is 200 miles farther; but in 
any case the British must estab- 
lish an air base on the coast to 
support their operations, and that 
is probably about the first thing 
they will do. 


If the British do land in force, 
their immediate object will, of 
course, be to obtain a fully equipped 
port with rail and road connections 
inland, so that they may pour a real 
army into Norway to drive the Ger- 
mans out of the country. This con- 
fines their choice (Sweden continu- 
ing neutral) to Bergen and Trond- 
heim, with the conditions seeming 
to favor the latter. If they accom- 
plish this preliminary purpose, the 
Germans are faced with two pos- 
sible courses—first, resistance; sec- 
ond, abandonment of their whole 
Norwegian enterprise. The latter, 
because of the effect on other neu- 
trals if nothing else, is unlikely. The 
former course, resistance, demands 
a line ofecommunications adequate 
for the reinforcement and supply 
of their army in the Oslo region, 
their principal force in Norway. 
This probably consists at present of 
35,000 to 40,000 men, short of artil- 
lery, and with comparatively little 
in the way of armored fighting ve- 
hicles, though they have probably 
captured what Norwegian artillery 
there was in Oslo and in Halden 
(headquarters of the First Norwe- 


gian division).

Central Norway, 100 to 200 miles 
north-of Oslo, providing the army 
proves to have organizing powers 
and a fighting heart. The truth 
is that nobody knows the answers 
to these questions. 

In any case, however, the Allies 
would be foolhardy to delay send- 
ing a strong expeditionary force 
a single minute in the hope that 
the answers may prove affirma- 
tive. The Norwegians may not 
have munitions with which to re- 
‘sist more than a week or two, or 
they may not be spiritually capa- 
ble of any prolonged resistance. 
Which of the two is the case does 
not matter much because Norway 
cannot be saved for the Allied 
caise or even for itself by the Nor- 
wegians. 

My observations inside Norway 
make it appear indisputable that 
only Anglo-French intervention 
with 100,000 or more soldiers can 
save Norway for the Allies—but 
the Western Powers must now 
move much faster than they have 
ever moved at any moment, diplo- 
matically or militarily, during the 
last eight years.

IF THE WORLD spoke the same language, then we could 
eliminate much of the hostility now so rife. Europe never has 
been peaceful for any great length of time and never will be 
until they get rid of their various languages or dialects, and 
speak one language. You can see how valuable that would 
be by noting how well we get along in this country, though our 
people come from every European nation. 

We still have some silly racial pride and boast about our 
Irish or German or English or Polish backgrounds, but not to 
an undue degree. We ordinarily don’t think of our different 
racial backgrounds, however, because we speak alike. In Eu- 
rope, though, you bump into a strange tongue every few hun- 
dred miles, with the result that you are acutely impressed with 
racial differences.

THE HOPE OF civilization never will be attained until we 
speak one language. While there is no great superiority of one 
tongue over another, it would seem that English is the prefer- 
able universal language since it already is most widely used in 
commerce and international affairs. Psychological investiga- 
tions here and abroad have shown no relationship between the 
shape of your head and the caliber of brain under your skull.

Child Should 
Be Trained to 
Help Himself 


By Angelo Patri 


HE mental weaning of children 
T is much more difficult than the 

physical one. A mother recog- 
nizes immediately that a child must 
cease breast feeding or bottle feed- 
ing and learn to feed himself, at 
the table, but she does not see the 
necessity for the mental weaning 
that should begin about the same 
time, or earlier. 

All mothers love to serve their 
children. They grow weary at times 
only to start afresh at the next cry. 
They do not know that by waiting 
on them, doing for them what they 
might well do for themselves, let- 
ting them idle and fret when they 
might be doing something useful 
for themselves or somebody else, 
that they are holding them in bond- 
age, crippling them for the life they 
must soon face single-handed. 

“He won't let me out of his 
sight,” said a young mother, pride 
struggling through her irritation. 
That’s all very well, but the time 
is coming, maybe that very evening, 
when this young mother wants to 
go out with her husband, when she 
ought to go out. But the baby, 
tyrannical in his demands, will not 
let her go. He howls himself blue 
in the face and she says, “I can’t 
leave him.” ; 

That is bad for the baby and bad 
for the family. Husbands and wives 
need to go out together. They need 
a change from the routine of office 
and home and they need to share 
each other’s pleasures. It is not 
right to allow a child to absorb a 
parent. It does the child no good 
and it does positive harm to the 
family relationships. 

Everybody is familiar with the 
mother and son so devoted to 
each other that every hour spent 
apart is deplored by one or the 
other. A mother cutting the meat 
on the plate of her 15 year old 
son; another mother washing and 
ironing the silk underthings of her 
18 year old daughter who is idling 
about the house, yawning her head 
off because she has nothing to do. 
“Well, she can’t spoil a 50 cent 
manicure for a bit of laundry work 
that takes 10 minutes?” “Why 
should she cook when I’m here? 
After all, she is young. Let her en- 
joy herself.” True enough, but why 
not teach her to enjoy herself in 
feeling powerful, self sufficient, 
useful? That is a fine feeling, 
too, especially in the time of need. 

One girl who was never weaned 
from. her mother’s care married 
and went housekeeping. The mar- 
riage is going on the rocks be- 
cause daughter goes back home to 
mother for her meals and drags 
her husband along, too. She can’t 
spoil her manicure, she doesn’t 
see the use of cooking for two 
when her mother has a dinner 
ready for five. She just can’t get 
along without mother to tell her 
what to do, how to do it, and do 
it for her. 

Begin early. As soon as a child 
can hold the wash rag let him 
hold it and feel himself doing 
something important. Teach the 
children to work; teach them to 
relieve other folks who work for 
them; teach them to be self suf- 
ficient as far as possible. Let 
them go. Don’t bind them to their 
infancy.

S BOWLING a healthy sport for 
women ?. 


I thoroughly believe in bowling 
as a healthy eport, both for men and 
women. As a form of exercise it 
has good psychological features. In- 
terest in the game makes people 
forget they are taking exercise and 
they are, therefore, not so likely to 
give up easily, which they would do 
with bedroom exercises or walking, 
both of,which get somewhat monot- 
onous. 

It is splendid exercise for the 
back, the arms, the thighs and the 
forelegs, and it cultivates co-ordina- 
tion of the muscles with the eyes 
and the sense of equilibrium. 

It is good for a problem child of 
any age, because it promotes com- 
panionship and good sportsman- 
ship. It should appeal to women be- 
cause it is a good way to streamline 
the body, and it stretches many 
muscles which otherwise would not 
be used. 

Curiously enough, it reduces fat 
people and increases the weight of 
thin people. Neck, chest, back and 
thigh muscles that are becoming 
stringy and unbecoming fill out into 
rounded contours, It improves car- 
riage and complexion. 

That women themselves are find- 
ing it valuable is shown by the fact 
that there are 500 women bowling 
teams in the country, and that 
nearly one-fifth of all bowlers are 
women; I am told that there are 
over 76,000 women bowlers in the 
United States.

WHAT DIETS are recommended 
for the skin? 


Nature’s remedies are probably 
the best skin tonics. Sunshine, fresh 
air, water and cleanliness are in- 
cluded in these. For complexion and 
health, the skin needs sulphur, iron, 
vitamin A and probably a newly 
discovered vitamin which is present 
in liver. ; 

Vegetables and fruits are sub- 
stances which contain the natural 
minerals and vitamins that are skin 
tonics. Onions may be said to be 
good skin foods; the onion is rich in 
sulphur and if eaten raw probably 
is more beneficial than when 
cooked. 

Among other foods that are good 
sources of sulphur are sprouts, cab- 
bage, beet root, radishes, endive, 
cauliflower, red cabbage. Foods 
which contain iron are watercress, 
spinach, prunes, raisins, apricots, 
parsley, olives, dandelion leaves 
and nearly all dark green vege- 
tables. Vitamin A is supplied by 
carrots, which contain carotene, the 
basic substance from which vitamin 
A is manufactured. Do not peel the 
carrots, because the surface, as with 
most vegetables, contains larger 
amounts of vitamins than the pulp. 

Almonds and brazil nuts contain 
oils which are said to be skin tonics. 

Plenty of water is also advisable. 
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HOW TO SELECT Children’s 
Shoes. 


(1) Measure both feet to be sure 
that they are both well fitted; that 
the shoes are wide enough, but not 
too wide. 

(2) Stockings should be long 
enough so that they fit the foot 
loosely. : 

(3) Give the toes room to expand. 

(4) The izstep should be fitted 
snugly, but not be binding. The heel 
should also be fitted snugly so that 
it does not chafe.

In St. Louis for the Police Cir- 
cus, Helen and her husband, Karl 
Wallenda, his two brothers and a 
sister-in-law, who make up the fa- 
mous Wallenda high wire act, are 
finding the Arena a tough place 
in which to perform. 

“It isn’t height that bothers us,” 
Helen explained. “It is just that 
this Arena is so big we feel lost. 
Our rigging is high all right, but 
the Arena ceiling is so much higher 
still and the walls are so far away 
that we have a feeling of being 
suspended in space.” 

The act that the Wallendas are 
giving here at the Police Circus is 
composed of the cream of the 
tricks they worked out in their 
11 years with the Ringling Broth- 
ers, Barnum and Bailey Circus, 
and contains that most dangerous 
of all stunts ever done by aeérialists, 
In this stunt which makes the 
women customers swoon and hardy 
males bite their nails, Herman and 
Joe Wallenda mount bicycles. Be- 
tween them, they support a steel 
pole. On this pole, Karl Wallenda 
balances on an ordinary wooden 
chair. As Karl sits on the back of 
this chair with his feet on the 
seat, Helen balances standing on 
his shoulders. And remember, all 
this monkey business takes place 
on a thin wire cable 50 feet up in 
the air. 

To perfect a trick, such as the 
one just described, the Wallendas 
practice on a wire a few feet off 
the ground. When they have done 
it without mishap a thousand times, 
they takd it “upstairs.” 

“Many performers are killed 
every year because other acts do 
not take the precautions we do,” 
Helen explained. “They practice a 
few weeks on a low wire and think 
they have everything down perfect. 
Then they go ‘upstairs’ and some- 
thing goes wrong. We practice 
months and months and not until 
we have gone through a routine at 
least a thousand times, do we try 
out anything new, on the high wire.” 

But even with such precautions, 
the Wallendas have had accidents 
—and bad ones. Not long ago in 
Schenectady, N. Y., the iron stakes 
holding the rigging for the act 
pulled out of the soft ground and 
the iron cable began to sag. With 
the first. indication that something 
was wrong, Karl, Joe and Eliza- 
beth Wallenda, jumped into the 
safety net spread under the rig- 
ging, Herman Wallenda was caught 
off balance and hit the net on his 
back and Helen slipped on the sag- 
ging cable and cut the muscles in 
her right leg. For two weeks, the 
act was out of commission. 

Now, even with accidents such

as this behind them, the Wallendas 
have discarded the safety net. 

“I guess we are fatalists,” Helen 
laughed. “You see we figure if 
something is going to happen it is 
going to happen. And that net is 
not always the means of saving a 
life in an accident. Plenty of peo- 
ple have broken their necks in falls 
to the net. But because we believe 
that what will happen will happen, 
we aren't using the net any. more. 
Perhaps I can explain how we feel 
by telling you about a high wire 
performer we knew in Germany. 
He had finished his act and went 
out for a glass of cold beer. He 
drank that beer, got acute indiges- 


‘tion and died that night.”

PEAKING with a German ac- 
G cent, as do all the Wallendas, 

Helen sometimes has difficulty 
expalining herself in English. Her 
husband, Karl, whose ad she an- 
swered 16 years ago when she was 
just 138 and whom she married a 
couple of years later in Germany, 
has still more difficulty with his 
English. 

“All the time,” he laughed, “peo- 
ple ask us if we use electricity in 
our shoes to hold onto that wire. 
But there is nothing to it but bal- 


dip. 


ance. And sometimes we have 
weeks at a time when our balance 
is bad and the act goes bad and 
then we are all mad like anything. 
Maybe we have been doing that par- 
ticular trick for 10 years, but then 
all of a sudden something goes 
wrong. But we do not give it up. 


When a trick goes wrong you must | 


keep it up or else you will 
never be able to do it again. Like 
an airplane man who cracks up. 
He must go right back up in the 
plane or he loses his nerve. We 
know plenty of performers who 
have had trouble with some trick 
and they say, ‘Well, we will give 
that up for a while and try it lat- 
er.’ And nine times out of 10 they 
are never able to do it again.” 


One of the first acts to do pyra- 
mids on the high wire in this coun- 
try, the Wallenda troupe has been 
together 16 years as a group. But 
Karl, Joe and Herman Wallenda 
point with pride to the fact that 
their father, grandfather and 
great-grandfather all had high wire 
troupes before them. Another high- 
wire act, called The Grotefénts, 
also at the Police Circus, is com- 
posed of Helen Wallenda’s brother 
and sister, the youngest of the four 
Wallenda brothers, Frank, and

He was recovering from his auto- 
mobile accident in Germany and 
also suffering from a mastoid. They 
brought him to the show on a 
stretcher and he went home the 
same way. But he did his share 
of the act, even though he fainted 
after every performance. 

What is the allure of the whole 
business? Neither Helen nor Karl 
can answer that, but they say that 
once you get a taste of it, it’s like 
taking hop—hard to stop. Even 
their young daughter, the four- 
year-old Carla, already has the bug. 
She’s been walking the wire since 
she was two and now they have to 
watch her to keeB her on the prac- 
tice wire a few feet from the 
ground. When she thinks nobody's 
looking, she tries to scramble up 
the rigging and try her young tai 
ents on the high wire. Neither 
Helen nor Karl has the slightest 
doubt but what the fifth genera- 
tion of Wallenda high wire per- 
formers is already on the way to- 
ward a career in the air.

Cabbage Salad (Cost about 10c). 


Two cups shredded cabbage, one 
cup shredded lettuce, three table- 
spoons chopped onion and mineral 
oil French dressing. 

Combine cabbage, lettuce and 
onion. Add dressing slowly, tossing 
together until all the ingredients 
are just coated with dressing. To 
make the dressing, combine one- 
half cup mineral oil, three table- 
spoons cider vinegar (or half vine- 
gar and half lemon juice), one tea- 
spoon or more of sugar, one table- 
spoon chili sauce or catsup, and a 
dash of salt, in a jar; cover tightly 
and shake until thoroughly mixed, 
This amount of dressing will be 
enough for several salads. Serves 
five.

An Expertin

OME of the carefully considered 
bids of experts would give the 
average player nightmares. I re- 
fer to a bid such as South's in the 
following hand: 
West, dealer.

Before we get to South’s remark- 
able three club bid, there are a 
couple of other bids that require 
explaining. West, obviously, chose 


South 
Pass 
3 clubs 


his opening club bid as a prepared- 


ness measure; that is, his spade 
suit was too weak to mention, and 
to open with one heart would put 
him into quite a hole if partner re- 
sponded with two diamonds. North 
was afraid to overcall, although 
most experts would risk a diamond 
bid on his hand. East chose to an- 
swer the opening club bid with a 
spade, on the theory that it was 
such a weak hand he might as well 
make the largest one-bid possible, 
and then subside, Actually, I think 
a one diamond response, leaving the 
road open to a one heart or one 
spade rebid by West, would have 
been better tactics. South was not 
strong enough to overcall the one 
spade. He certainly dic not like to 
mention his five card suit, which 
had been bid to his left, and to 
bid two hearts was equally un- 
thinkable in view of the fact that 
the bidding up to that point sug- 
gested that East and West might 
hold almost all the high cards. 


When, however, West raised to 


only two spades and East promptly 
passed, the situation took on quite 
a different color. Now South was 
absolutely certain that North must 
have some values. Another very 
important factor had entered the 
picture: West had not rebid his 
clubs nor mentioned no _ trump. 
South knew that a large proportion 
of opening club bids that are fol- 
lowed by raises of partner's take- 
out are based on short club suits, 
hence on this particular bidding 
South felt that there was an ex- 
cellent chance of finding West with 
only three clubs. This hope was 
strongly bolstered by the fact that 
North, who must have some values, 
had not overcalled one club. The 
only sound reason South could 
imagine for this failure to overcall 
was that North must have clubs 
and had been “laying back” as a 
trap. All these considerations led to 
the apparently absurd three cluo 
bid on South’s part. 

West opened a low spade, Hast 


won and shifted to a heart. Declar- 
er ducked and the queen won. West 
now shifted to a diamond. The king 
won and declarer ruffed a spade. 
then led a second diamond towar. 
dummy, winning with the ace. An- 
other spade was ruffed and a third 
diamond was led. Declarer realized 
that West might ruff this lead, but 
since West must have three of the 
five missing trumps, this ruff would 
not matter, inasmuch as it would 
rob him of a natural trump trick. 
Actually, West did ruff, then re- 
turned the spade king. Declarer 
ruffed and, reduced to two trumps, 
led the club king. West won and 
returned the club jack. This cleaned 
up the trump situati@n for declar- 
er, who now was able to lay down 
the heart ace, ruff aheart,and dis- 
card his last heart loser on the dia-
